While the great Kitch­ 
ener is now a central figure in the 
European conflict, it was the Franco- 
German war of 1870 that proved the 
undoing of the great little Kitchener. 
That war drove him back to England. 
where he died in 1872 at the age of 
forty-three years. 
Johnny Reiff, the 
little American jockey, who achieved 
glory on the English racecourse on his 
first appearance, weighed four stone 
two pounds, and w*as eighteen pounds 
heavier than his diminutive predeces­ 
sor.

Industry Worth Developing. 
Little use is being made of the floss 
from the inside of the pods of the 
silk cotton tree in the West Indies 
In the Philippines the collection of 
this product—known throughout the 
East as “Kapok”—forms an industry 
of considerable promise. 
It is being 
more and more used in the manufae 
ture of patent life-belts, and agricul­ 
turists in the British West Indies 
might with profit turn their attention 
to the collection of this floss. The pro­ 
duction for 1913 was 245,009 pounds,. 
as against 69,606 in 1910-11. 
The de­ 
cline in 1911-12 is attributed by the 
Mindanao Herald to increased local 
consumption. 
Most of the kapok for­ 
merly went to the Netherlands, either 
direct or via Hongkong; but in 1912- 
13 it w as exported chiefly to the Unit­ 
ed States, Germany and Australasia, in 
the order named. 


Clever Utilization of Power. 
At a mine in South Africa, says 
Prometheus, the water supply has to 
be drawn from a considerable distance, 
and must, on its way, cross a ridge 
some 600 feet high. 
The water ar­ 
riving at the mice is thus under con­ 
siderable head, and powder is recov­ 
ered from it by means of Pelton 
wheels driving dynamos. In this way 
from 90 to 160 horsepower is gained, 
according to tim volume of water flowT- 
ing, and is utilized for various pur­ 
poses at the mine. 
At another mine 
the cars conveying the ore run down 
an incline a vertical distance of about 
250 feet. 
From the 2,200 tons of oil 
daily mined some fifty horse power of 
electrical energy is here recovered by 
winding the cable of each car around 
a drum w hich actuates a dynamo.

One of the two huts serves as 
a living room, the other as a sleeping 
compartment. His meals are provided 
from a motor kitchen, furnished with 
a stove and with a freezing apparatus, 
and “covers” for a dozen people.

Washington, Dec. 8.—Dum-dum bul­ 


lets for use in the British army have 


been turned out by American arms 


firms, according to statements made 
by the German embassy hero today. 
Photographs of wounds caused by the 
bullets and some of the bullets were 
presented to the s^ate department 
hero by Count Von Bernstorf, German 
ambassador, along with a note mak­ 
ing detailed charges. 
The embassy’s statem ent says a 
Bridgeport, Conn., firm obtained a 
patent for a “mushroom” bullet, and 
since October has sent 8,000,000 cart­ 
ridges made according to this patent 
to Canada for use by the British 
armies. 
The statement, says the soldiers 
who are supplied with these cart­ 
ridges do not know* that they are 
using “dum-dums.”

As you know', the single notes are 
the letters of the music 
language 
Groups of notes are the words of th* 
music language. In a spoken language 
the letters are always sounded one 
after the other. In the music language 
they are sometimes sounded one aftei 
the other and sometimes simultan 
eously. 
This fact explains tw'o im portant di 
visions of music, namely, melody anc 
harmony. 
In a general way, mek>d> 
consists of single tones heard one aftei 
the other; combinations of tones hearc 
simultaneously are called harmony. A 
w’ord of the music language may con 
sist of several tones in succession like 
a word of the spoken language, which 
consists of several letters in succes 
sion.

COLOR IN OPERATING ROOMS 


Leading San Francisco Hospital Has 
Done Away With thfe All-White 
Idea So Long Popular. 


S t Luke’s hospital, San Francisco, 
has abolished the all-white operating 
room and its surgeons and nurses w ear 
dark clothes instead of white. 
The 
reason for this is two-fold: First, the 
psychological 
effect 
upon 
patients, 
many 
of 
whom 
said 
they 
were 
frightened by the glare of the white 
room, and, second, the effect upon the 
surgeon. 
This is expressed by Dr. H. 
H. Sherman in the following words: 
“The discomforts I have had in the 
present-day white operating rooms led 
me to suggest that we have dark floors 
and wainscots in these rooms, so that 
the ©jurator who looks up from a 
wound shall not encounter a glare of 
light and find his eyes useless for a 
moment as he looks back into the 
wound. 
The color scheme, it seemed 
to me, should start from the red of 
the blood and of the tissues, and there­ 
fore I advised that green, the com 
plementary color to red, should be 
chosen as the color of the floor and 
w ainscot 
The particular shade of 
green to be selected was that w'hicb 
was complementary to hemoglobin, 
and this was found to be spinach 
green.” 


The Crowd Habit. 
• An interesting article in the Daily 
News, London, speaks of our depend 
ence upon life in crowds as follows: 
“The thing begins in childhood; we 
are taught in crowds; brought up in 
a mental and physical crush. The edu­ 
cationalist still talks of the theory of 
individual instruction and pedagogues 
place it in their prospectuses, but it is 
only their joke.

The Belgian, as a rule, is not 
inclined to emigrate, habituated, as 
he has been, to steady and fairly re­ 
munerative employment in the indus­ 
trial beehive that Belgium was be­ 
fore the war. 
The English spinning industry has 
given places to 600 Belgian workmen 
and many have secured berths on the i 
Metropolitan underground railway in 
Paris; others have been placed on 
farms in the south

The 
pope and College of Cardinals, repr 
s in !ing the Almighty, instructed the 
people who should be their kings anc 
princes; and, as a m atter of course 
they were instructed to be obedient 
only to such a i recognized the papa 
power, and they were absolved from 
obedience to others.

C hrist’s followers of clergy aud laity 
was established for centuries before 
the Protestant denom inations of to­ 
day were born.

Protestants and

P rotestants are much confused re­ 
specting the papal claim that Christ's 
Kingdom has been set up.

N evertheless, 
they have followed

Presbyterians, etc.; nor do the others 
recognize each the B aptist ordination. 
If a preacher goes from one denomin­ 
ation to another, is is not requisite 
th at he change his mind at all respect 
ing the creeds,

different, 
but it is necessary th at he 
be

ordained by th e denomi nation whioh 
he enters. 
As I refuse to be identi­

ordination or an auhority to preach 
from any of them.

Bible, 
whoever

The qualifying ordination set 
forth in the Scriptures is that they 
shall have received the begetting of 
the Holy Spirit. 
This is said to be 
“an unction from the Holy One”—an 
anointing.

This is typified in the holy anoint­ 
ing oil used by tile Jewish high priest. 
As th a t anointing was jxmred upon 
the head of the priest and ran down 
to th e skirts of his garm ent, so in 
antitype the anointing of all the mem­ 
bers of the tim e elm fell took place 
in the person of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
He was anointed of the Father to 
be the Bishop of our souls, to be the 
Head of the church which 
is 
the 
Royal P rie s t 
His 
ordaining 
and 
anointing is the one which extends to 
all tho members of His Church, giv­ 
ing the humblest of the Lord’s people 
full ordination of God to speak His 
Word in His name and to expound 
the same to the extent of his talents 
and opportunities.

They are "buried w ith Christ 
by baptism into death," "planted to­ 
gether in the likeness of his death" 
(Romans G:4, 5), and the Apostle de­ 
clares in Colossians 3:3: "Ye are dead, 
and your life is hid w ith Christ in 
God." 
It is to the latter class Peter 
refers in the above passage. The Gos­ 
pel has been preached to them that 
are dead, so th at “while the world 
judges them as in the flesh, like other 
men, the Lord judges them in the spir­ 
it-according to the intention and de­ 
sire of their hearts. 
Isaiah 38:18 is 
part of Hezekiah’s prayer of thanks 
when he recovered from his sickness 
Those in the grave have no hope. 
In 
th at very day th at m an’s breath goeth 
forth "his thoughts perish" (Psalm 
146:4). 
There is no "work, nor de­ 
vice, nor knowledge, nor wisdom in 
the grave" (Esslesiastcs 9:10). 
The 
dead are asleep, unconscious. Though 
the living have hope on their behalf, 
and may understand and delight in the 
truth as God is pleased to unfold it 
the dead “know not anything" (Ec­ 
clesiastes 9:5). 
lf it were true that 
God tortures his enemies eternally, the 
atrocities of the dark ages might bo 
lauded as supreme m anifestations of 
Christian virtue.
